In a weak personality the spirals are tar apart, 
corresponding to a loosely wound cord on a rounded stick ; and as a 
wire wound around a magnet must be insulated to prevent the electric 
current fron excaping <0 the invisthle lines, which are onlv marked 
by the nerves. are furnished with insulation to prevent the escape of

The reason for the New Year 1s because the earth revolves 
around the <un once in every year of 365 days. Each time it <tart- 
over again 1t hegins a new year. As you know, the vear 1s divided 
into twelve months according to the calendar. The months on the 
calendar are divided up into 30 or 31 days each, except February, 

nch has 28 davs until Leap Year. when it has 29 davs in ord<-r 
to get in the full 365 davs. This calendar is called the Julian cal- 
endar cometimes hecause a Roman I.mperor, over a thorn 
Sand years ago who ruled the whole world had at thx 
time. _dr1ded np the 365 Adavs ot a. vear- 1n; that war; 
and ever up 't> this day Some of the months <still year 
the names of gods whom the Romans worshiped or the names 
=>me oft the Roman Emperors as, for instance, JANUARY after 
the god Taxis, and MARCH after the god of war called Naks. 
ſuLy was ' named after the Emperor Julius Czsar, who made 1; 
the calendar. Also AvGrsrt ( Augustus), which was also a name 
Morne by the Roman Emperors for a long time. Also TUNE after 
the goddess JUNO. S0 you see just one man who hved over 
a thousanc! vears ago fixed up the calendar we use today accorching | 
his idea of what 1t should he and even named the months. 

Perhaps 1f vou and I had the matter to attend to, we would have 
done 1t differently. For instance, we might have said let us have 
thirteen months instead of tewwelre. Thirteen months of just 28 days 
each. But why twenty-eight days: Well, just because 1t Seems 
quite natural. as 1t takes just twentvy-erght davs for the moon te 
7 once around the earth. But we would have to have one of the 
months 29 days to get in the full 365 davs, so we could sav, we will 
make the last or thirteenth month have 29 days and every four 
vears would <till he Leap Year and the thirteenth month would ther: 
have 30 davs. Now this is just to pretend that we have fixed up the 
calendar our own way—-but some time, who knows: it might be 
chunged that Twav. 

And Christmas? What is the seed thought back of that day * 
Why does it come when the davs are 50 cold and the nights <6 dart: 
and long: June 21 is the very longest day of the year and aiter 
that the sun gets farther and farther away until it is the tarthest 
on December 21, which is the shortest day of the year and the long- 
est night. Now the saving is that it is never 50 dark as just before 
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the dawn and <0 the davs hezin to lengthen right atter the 21st of 
December and more and more Light keeps coming into the world 
and on the earth. > Christmas 1s qust naturally a time tor rejoic- 
ing hecause the Light Fegins to return to the people of earth. This 
is one reason for Chrixtmas—a, part of the seed thought. and then 
there 1s another. It 1s hecause the Christ was born on Christmas 
Dav. It was natural tor the Christ to be born right atter the darkest 
time, for He came to give the hght and the truth, and His love to 
the world.
